Story of the Shooting. 

It was 7 o'clock when residents in the vi- 
‘cinity of Witter place and Polk streets 
‘héard a fusilade of shots. The rapid gal- 
lop of a horse’s feet and the excited shouts 


of men drew hundreds of people to their 


front doors. This vicinity is dark, and the 
flashes from the revolvers caused many to 
think that a hold-up was in progress. ‘The 
horse, which was attached to a light buggy, 
Kept up its mad gait, however, and near 
Ashland avenue came:to a stop. 

When the excited residents reached the 
scene two men with revolvers in their hands 
were seen standing at the horse’s head, talk- 
ing excitedly. A body of a man, who was 
afterwards found to be dead, hung over the

the right eye.

CROWDS ATTEND THE FUNERAL. 


Impressive Services for Frank Moore 
at Quinn Chapel. 

Frank Moore, killed last Sunday night by 
Rose Scott, was buried yesterday afternoon 
in Oakwoods Cemetery. All morning the 
body lay in state at the Harlem club rooms, 
No. 15 Taylor street, and flowers in pro- 
fusion lay about the rooms and were scat- 
tered over the casket. . 

At 1 o’clock the procession left the club- 
house and started for Quinn Chapel, Twen- 
ty-fourth street and Wabash avenue. A 
band with muffiled drums headed the pro- 
cession, after which followed members of 
the Harlem club, with white gloves, silk 
hats, and badges. Several members of the 
One-Hundred club followed, and behind 
these came members of the Stage club. The 
hearse, drawn by four black horses, came 
next, and then followed the carriages. 

Upon arrival at the church the mourners 
found the church crowded; and it was with 
difficulty the casket was taken inside. The 
Rev. James Townsend conducted the serv- 
ices. In his address Dr. Townsend referred 
to a call made by some men a few nights ago 
asking if he would allow the funeral sery- 
ices to be held in his church, and said: 

“Yes, Moore’s funeral services shall be 
held in my church, and I will preach the ser- 
mon. What if he was the keeper of a tough 
saloon? What if he did live in the way of 
darkness and died as he lived? I am not 
preaching to him. I do not preach to the 
dead, but to the living, and my words shall 
be for their ears and not for the ears of the 
man above whose bier I speak.”” _

DYNAMOMETER ON STREET CARS. 


Supt. Bowen Proposes to Use One with 
an Peculiar Attachment. 

The first dynamometer car to be used on 
a street railroad in Chicago will be the prop- 
erty of the Chicago City railway company, 
its value for track inSpection having long 
been recognized. But its application to 
street railroad work in Chicago is a novel 
idea originating with Supt. M. K. Bowen of 
the Chicago City railway company. 

At present repairs or renewals of street 
railroad track are done entirely by guess- 
work. With many pieces of track this 
“guessing” is comparatively easy, but when 
it comes to repairing bad joints, changing 
the gauge, or substituting heavy rails for 
lighter ones the problem requires the great- 
est amount of experience and ability. 

It is to eliminate this element of guess- 
work that Supt. Bowen is to build his new 
car. It will consist of a small trailer on 
which will be put a special gauge, level, and 
the usual instruments, but particularly a 
dynamometer. All instruments will be made 
with recording attachments so the record 
of every point on a section of track will be 
preserved, 

The dynamometer is an instrument at- 
tached to the drawbar which indicates the 
amount of force exerted to pull the car at 
any point on the road. This dynamometer 
also has a recording attachment. The map 
or record is ordinarily plotted in pounds of 
pull at the drawbar. | 

Mr. Bowen’s scheme is tio register the dy- 
namometer curve in dollars and cents so 


‘a glance at the map will tell the total cost 


to the company in pulling a car over any 
part of the track. The result expected will 
be a great improvement in tracks over the 
South Side system.

OF §$TATE COMMITTEE. 


Expected to Take This Action in Order 
to Be Free to Enter the Guberna- 
torial Race if He Should See Fit— 
Program. Understood to Be Ar- 
ranged—Dr. T. N. Jamieson Promi- 
nently Mentioned as the Next in the 
Chair. — 


John.R. Tanner, who has been at the head

Big Stores Across the Riwer Have a 
Long List of Penny Articles. 

The West Side claims to be “in it” at ail 
stages of the game and when it comes tu 
selling goods at one cent it refuses to take 
a back seat for any one. And a most cur- 
sory investigation sufficed to prove the just- 
ice of theclaim. Those who live on the West 
Side can find right at their own doors an 
enormous variety of goods purchasable for 
the smallest coin of the country. The lists, 
partial only, of what can be bought for a 
single cent are astonishing. 

Two large stores were visited yesterday 
by a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, P. F. Ryan 
& Co., Nos. 218-228 West Madison street, 
and the West End Store at Madison and 
Peoria streets. Mr. Ryan did not know 
where or how to begin. He had all manner 
of things, he said, any of which he would 
part with for a cent, but just how many he 
did not know. #resently, however, he be- 
came enthusiastic in his search and went 
from counter to counter almost as much 
surprised as the reporter at the variety of 
things being sold foracent. Buttons, tapes, 
needles, thread, and all the thousand necés- 
saries of a woman’s work basket were to be 
had in almost endless variety. ‘ Tacks for 
nailing down carpets at a cent a package 
and remnants of carpet nearly a yard square 
for the same price. Picture cord and win- 
dow shade fixtures cost. no more. Cigars 
for smokers, lead pencils for writers, ap- 
ples for the hungry were all found. For one 
cent a three-quarter'of a yard remnant of 
linen could be had, a thimble was another 
cent, thread, 200 yards of it, one cent; button 
hole twist one cent, buttons one cent, baby 
ribbon one cent; total, six cents, and there 
was material for a baby’s dress and thread, 
thimble, and buttons to spare. 

Mr. Ryan is something of an enthusiast 
on the subject. He says if people only knew 
how much could be bought for a quarter of 
a dollar they might not grumble so much at

CITY OWNS THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Sold at Tax Sale Because of a Big De- 
linquency. 

Because the County Controller wanted to 
raise a technicality and objected to pursuing 
the course that all property-owners are re- 
quired to do under the special assessment 
law, the Cook County Hospital was offered 
at tax sale yesterday. 

The County Controller had refused to pay 
an assessment for the improvement of West 
Harrison street. The total amount assessed 
on the county’s frontage was $2,295, to be 
paid on the five-year plan. There were no 
bidders and pthe city, to which the county 
was delinquent, received the property. 

The city, however, is not in possession of 
the property, as the County Clerk has not 
issued the necessary certificate. The first 
installment was $459, and Controller Mona- 
ghan, figuring that this was in excess of 
the, actual cogt and that there would be a 
rebate refund, made the payment and asked 
lor a bill for the-actual cost of the work. 
The county will eventually have to pay the 
assessment, Just as a private property-own- 
er would, and the conduct of the Controller 
any complicates matters and causes de- 
ay. 


WOULD AGREE TO A FAIR COMPROMISE 


Property-Owners in West Fortieth 
Street Discuss Track Troubles. 

A large meeting of interested. property- 
owners was held last night at West Van 
Buren and Forty-first streets to consider 
the present status of the West -Fortieth 
street railroad track question and take pro- 
tective measuers.

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-FEWCARRIERS AT FAULT. 


CHICAGO GETS OF F WITH ONLY SIX- 
TEEN REMOVALS. 


Of the Other 1,100 Investigated 110 Are 
Suspended for Periods Ranging 
from One Day to One Month—Better 
Showing Made than Philadelphia— 
Official Notification Is Sent from 
Washington to Postmaster Hesing— 
To Materially Better the Service. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.]— 

As a result of the recent investigation of the 

free delivery system at Chicago sixteen let- 

ter-carriers out of a force approximating 

1,300 have been recommended for dismissal. 

They are charged with loitering and drink- 

ing while on duty, offenses which the Post- 

Department: will not overlook. In 

Philadelphia, with 900 carriers, nineteen 

were dismissed recently in ¢onsequence of 

reports made by the special inspectors of 
the postal service. > 
In the case of Chicago, reports were made 

:n 800 instances, three-fourths of which con- 

tained suggestions giving additional terri- 

tority to carriers. There were 173 carriers 


,whose offenses required special reports, and 


of these thirty-seven were reprimanded and 
told to go and sin no more. This left 136 
cases to be disposed of, and Supt. Machen 
was sent to Chicago to conduct a personal 
examination and hear the testimony offered 
by the accused carriers in their own behalf. 
Besides written communications oral state- 
ments were made, all of which, have been 
taken into consideration in the disposition of 
tre 136 cases brought to the attention of 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Jones. 


Formal Order of Removal. 
A communication was .sent Postmaster 


Hesing this afternoon which directed the - 


removal of the sixteen carriers for gross 
dereliction of duty and 110 suspensions as 
follows: 

Six for thirty days each, two for twenty 
days, three for fifteen days, fourteen for 
ten days, thirty for five days, thirty-one 
for two days, and four for one day. 

Reprimands were ordered in four cases, 
leaving taventy-four cases to be acted upon. 
Of these, however, twenty-two made sat- 
isfactory explanations of the facts reported 
against them by the special agents and in 
the othertwocasesthere were mitigating cir- 
cumstances which would not justify either 
dismissal, suspension, or reprimand. 

It is not the intention of the Postoffice De- 


r partment at present to go intathe charges 


against superintendents at substations who 

were reported by the special agents for neg- 

lecting their duties, but this question, to- 

gether with that’ relating to a reduction of 

a will have to await a more convenient 
me. 

“There will be no more personally con- 
ducted examinations by the superintendent 
of free delivery service at other postoffices,” 
remarked Gen, Jones, ‘‘and in the case of 
Chicago it was only acceded to because the 
Same plan had been put in operation at 
Philadelphia. Letter carriers will not, how- 
ever, be restricted from making defenses 
where charges are filed against them, no 
matter how voluminous their evidence may 
be. In the letter which was sent to Post- 
master Hesing tdéday all the Postoffice De- 
partment knew about these cases was that 
carrier number so and so has been guilty of 
a violation of the postal regulations and his 
punishment would be such as the communi- 
cation directed. 


Records of All Men in the Service. 


“A letter carrier’s efficiency record is now 
being prepared from the data furnished by 
the special agents as well as postmasters. 
When completed it will contain the individ- 
ual record of each letter carrier in the postal 
service of the United States. 
investigation of the service through special 
agents, was decided upon in view of the fact 
that correspondence with many postmasters 
betrayed a lack of knowledge of the regula- 


tions and requirements of the service, their . 


own duties and those of letter carriers. At- 
tempts to correct these irregularities by cor- 
respondence did not prove effective or sat- 
isfactory. 

“There is no desire on the part of the 
Postoffice Department to take a snap judg- 
ment on postmasters or letter carriers, but 
to improve the ‘efficiency of the postal serv- 
ice so that complaints may be reduced toa 
minimum. Every office thus far investi- 
gated has shown a marked improvement, 


both in discipline of the force and efficiency 


of the service, and the work has been more 
equally distributed among the letter car- 
riers. At many offices extensions have been 
made and facélities increased without addi- 
tional cost to the government. 

“All that was desired was to weed out in- 
competent, idle carriers or employés and put 
energetic, active, wideawake men in their 
places, and this has been the result accom- 
plished in nearly all the large postoffices of 
the United States during the eight months 
these investigations have been in progress.’’ 


Letters from Washington announcing the 
action taken in the case of the carriers were 
not received last night, and as Mr. Hesing 
is out of the city nobody here could talk 
about the case. The Postmaster is expected 
home today, however, and probably will Be 
heard from about the dismissals and sus- 
pensions.

THE UNION LOOP COMPANY ‘WINS. 

The other day Judge Horton, on the appli- 
cation of some Wabash avenue property- 
ownprs, granted an injunction restraining 
the Union Loop company from going ahead 
with the constryction of their elevated rail- 
way in front of the property of the petition- 
ers.| The latter contended that the build- 
ing pf the road would damage them great- 
ly, and that therefore the court should in- 
is and stop its construction altogether. 

‘Fhe company took the case to the Appel- 
late| Court at once. Had it sustained the 
Cirduit Court the consequences would have 
A fur- 
ther appeal would have been taken to the 
Supreme Court, but that would have in- 
volved a delay of months, and during that 
time no work could have been done. That 
delay would have meant a heavy monetary 
loss|and great inconvenience to the public, 
whith wants the loop in operation as soon 
as possible. 

But the court has dissolved the injunction 
andiallowed the work to go on to completion. 
‘The property-owners can take an appeal to 
the /Sapreme Court, but the work will still 
go pn in the meantime and will‘be com- 
pletied.. When the elevated road is once up 
it i# certain that it will not come down by 
means of litigation. 

The court does not affirm or deny the alle- 
gation ofthe property-owners that they will 
be injured by the L road. What the court 
says is, they have no standing in a court 
of equity; but that when the road is com- 
pleted and in operation they can go into a 
common law court, sue for damages, and 
get them, if they can prove their case, It 
is held ‘that the elevated road company ¢an- 
not be kept by an injunction from exercising 
rights of which they appear th be in lawful 
possession. 

The general public will not pay much at- 
tention to the law points involved, but will 
be gratified to know that the loop is to be 
constructed, because it believes it will be a 
great convenience. It thinks that proper- 
ty-owners who are injured should be com- 
pensated, but it wants the road for its own 
benefit.

send war craft, of which she has an abun- 
, dant supply.

verted into War vessels in case of need. The 
guns to be mounted on them are said to be 
in readiness in the Canadian arsenals.” 
Gen. Miles does not think a war with En- 
gland islikely, but he contends that this coun- 
try should be prepared for any emergency. 
That seems to be the opinion of most of the 
papers in the lake cities, which are now 
vodiferously _ “demanding” that the agree- 
ment of 1817, by which the two powers lim- 
ited the armed force to be kept on the lakes 
to a few revenue cutters be abrogated, and 
that the United States proceed to build 
ships of war and powerful forts, and put 
itself in readiness to fight England for con- 
trol of the great lakes. Some of these 
sheets are rather hysterical in their utter- 
an¢cs.

If it be true that England or Canada has

If England wants the agreement to stand, 
and is willing to live up to it honestly, the 
United States should interpose no objection. 
This country can insure itself against any 
British cruisers or torpedo boats on the 
lakes by making what modern guns that 
may be tleeded and by mountitig them! in 
batteries constructed at different suitable 
points along the St. Lawrence: below /its 
outlet from Ontario to the place where it 
divides this country from Canada. It is 
easy to construct fortifications which will 
command that stream above and below Og- 
densburg so completely that no armed ves- 
sel can get past them. 

The Canadians can erect similar fortifira- 
tions, of course, on the north bank of the 
river if they see fit from Lake Ontarid 
below Ogdensburg. But they can serve 
other purpose than to try to prevent anjin- 
vasion of American soldiers, for the Ameri- 
cans will not attempt to move ships up or 
down the St. Lawrence at the outset of the 
war. The American forts can keep all Brit- 
ish gunboats from passing them into Lake 
Ontario. Of course the St. Lawrence wonld 
be sowed with torpedoes which could be px- 
ploded under any war vessels passing. 
Those fortifications will give adequate jire- 
liminary security, therefore.

The shipment*of gold from the United 
States to Europe is resumed this week, 
and the result is an expression of renewed 
anxiety in regard to the maintenance) of 
the gold reserve in the National Treasury. 
It is dn undisputed fact that the shipments 
are made in settlement of the balance of 


the | 


trade against this country and not becabse | 
of any fear that we are about,to slump 


down to a silver basis. Nor is it certain 
that the movement this time is to be a 
heavy one., But the feeling in securities is 
said to be perceptibly weaker on accopnt 
of the fact. Mr. L. J. Gage, Pr -esident of 
the First National Bank of. this city, is 
quoted substantially as follows in regary to 
the situation: 

“ The money is owed abroad and pay ment 
has to be made. There would be no cause 
for alarm over the shipment of fifty or 
sixty millions of gold abroad if it were not 
for the sentiment that has grown aljout 
the protection of the Treasury reserve.) If 
we have not the exchange to send at ithe 
right price the money has to go. But/the 
situation tends to correct itself. A reduc- 
tion of the Treasury surplus means a Iess- 
ening in the value of our products, holders 
being more willing to sell, and with such 
depreciation the export trade increages. 
That in turh sends the gold this way. Such 
was the.case in 1893, when some sixty mill- 
ions in gold was sent abroad. Prices 
dropped a few points, the world began lok- 
ing to the United States for bargains, pnd 
bought, with the result that the gold opme 
back.” 

We ought to be able to pay the trade 
balance against us in produce. The peo- 
ple of the British Islands want much ofjour 
wheat and flour. The corn crop is abun- 
dant and in magnificent condition ta be 
shipped across the ocean. Our pork prod- 
ucts are being offered at prices which ought 
to attract foreign buyers in force, and there 
is a large quantity of cotton available| for 
export. Under ordinary conditions | we 
should be able to pay in farm produce and 
other merchandise, even without drawing 
upon the nearly forty millions of gold 
now being produced in the United States 
per annuin.

pean pleakure tours and European fashion- 
able goods they must pay for it in gold. 
Then oun |government necessarily will be 
embarrassed in furnishing the golll 80 
long as it reisshes its own demand nqdtés. 
While pepple can get their hands on this 
paper har walk with it to the Treasury de- 
manding the gold the banks will not trofible 
themselvds to furnish the precious metal 
for export. The United States will have to 
bear the whole weight of the demand ugder 
laws thatido not require the payment of cus- 
toms dutips in gold, and while the revenues 
are not guflicient to meet the current) ex- 
penditure#® the administration may go |kit- 
ing along} as it has done for the last two 
and a half years, selling bonds for gold to 
supply to|exporters and to pay its own ex- 
penses. This is a very poor way of doing 
business for a great nation. 

Whzy is/it that no steps are taken to mheet 
this difficulty? There are two ways in 
which it can be done. One is not to keep 
on reissuing the demand obligations, | but 
fund them into bonds bearing a low rate 
of interest. The other is to increase the 
excises and duties a little, so that the ad- 
ministration would not have to shin raund 
borrowing money with which .to pay jits 
way. Both of these propositions are simple 
enough, but they seem to be above es be- 
yond| the comprehension of the Democratic 
party, and its representatives have proved 
themselves incapable of putting either of 
them into the form of law, ‘They havelleft 
that duty to be performed by a Republican 
Congress, which will have to make amends 
for their shortcomings. The Democrats 
have shown themselves supremely fodlish 
in plunging the country into a slough of mis- 
ery by their’ attempt to actualize their 
theories’ into conditions and utterly inca- 
pable to deal with the demon of mischief 
which they inyoked.

The New York World, a Democratic pa- 
per, appeals plaintively to Mr. Platt and the 
Republican Legislature to come to the relief 
of the city and spare it the humiliation and 
shame of being outstripped soon by Chi- 
cago in the population race.

Last night about 6 o’clock Louis Johnson 
and Louis Hardy, two of the new men, 
‘met Harry Freedman, a striker, in Dear- 
born street, near South Water, and told 
him they had a’ warrant for his arrest. A 
fight occurred and all three men were ar- 
rested and taken to the Harrison Street 
Police Station. They, were both charged 
with impersonating officers and Freedman 
with disorderly conduct. They were re- 
leased on bail. Their cases come up this 
morning. 

The strike dates back three weeks when 
Berriman Bros.’ cigarmakers asked for and 
were refused higher wages. Since that 
time Berriman Bros. have maintained a 
force of outsiders in the factory, and the 
strikers have kept pickets patrolling around 
the building. 

Berriman Bros. secured an injunction 
from Judge Horton two weeks ago restrain- 
ing all members of the Cigarmakers’ Union 
from patrolling the ground about their 
building.

The samie day he took out 
warrants before Justice Hoglund for Will- 
iam Levin and Philip Kramer, specifying 
the same offense. Their cases will be tried 
Nov. 22. T. J. Morgan has been retained by 
the strikers to defend their side when. the 
numerous trials come off.

day morning at Klare’s Hall, at which suc- 
cess was predicted. A committee was ap- 
pointed, which waited on the members of 
the United Garment Workers’ Union at 
their meeting last night, Twelfth and Wal- 
ler streets. 


STRIKE ON STUDEBAKER BUILDING. 


Engineers Go Out at Noon, but Agree 
te Return This Morning. 

Work on the new Studebaker building in 
Wabash avenue, below Harrison street, 
was partially stopped yesterday at noon 
by a strike of the engineers operating the 
hoisting machinery. The immediate cause 
of the trouble was the arrest at 11 o’clock 
of L. M. Holmes, a walking delegate of the 
Carpenters’ Union. The arrest was made by 
Detectives Donovan and McMahon of the 
Harrison Street Station on a warrant 
sworn out by M. F. McCarty, charging in- 
timidation of non-union workers. 

When Detective Donovan attempted to ar- 
rest Holmes the latter’s friends interfered 
and tried to rescue him. Donovan pushed 
through the crowd with Holmes and, with 
the assistance of Detective MeMahon, took 
his prisoner to the Harrison Street Station. 
Ex-Ald. Minier furnished bonds for Holmes 


The trouble arose over the refusal of the 
union carpenters employed on the Stude- 
baker building to work with non-union men. 
The carpenters stopped work several days 
ago, and since then have been trying to in- 
duce other union men employed on the 
building to engage in a general strike.
